spect for the 1955 harvest season 
The 
Agriculture 
Department’s 
crop reporting board said Wednes­ 
day the all crop production for this 
year may equal the record output 
in 1948 This in spite of early sea 
son freezes, drought, insect dam 
.tgo, ami government acreage and 
marketing curbs. 
Such a produc­ 
tion would tax the nation’s already 
bulging 
storage bins 
containing 
surplus products from past years 
“ Generally 
favorable" 
weather 
throughout most of the producing 
area 
during July 
is responsible 
for the prospective record-match 
ing output, plus high yields per 
acre attributable to better farming 
techniques. 
All major crops except 
wheat 
are heading for increased output 
over last year 
Corn, the major feed for live­ 
stock, is expected to hit almost 
3.500,(HH).(HW) bushels 
17 per cent 
more than last year's production 
and not far below the 1948 record 
output of 3,605,000,000 bushels. 
The fall harvest of wheat will 
add about 911,000,000 bushels to a 
carryover 
of about 
I.ooo.000,000 
bushels, providing enough of the* 
important bread grain to supply 
this country's domestic and e\[>ort 
needs for two years. 
The prospec­ 
tive crop is 6 per cent more than 
the July I estimate and 6 per cent 
less than last year's production. 
Prospective oat production is a 
record I 625,000,000 bushels, 8 per 
cent more than last year, while 
hay was estimated at 109,000.000 
tons, 5 per cent more than EM 
year. 
Soybeans also were in the cham­ 
pion class. with an estimated pro 
duction of 420.fHMi.000 bushels, 23 
per cent above last year's crop 
Potatoes were expected to weigh 
in at 399,000,000 bushels. 
12 per 
cent more than last year 
The corn crop is expected to 
average 43 I bushels per acre, a 
record. 
This compares with 37 I 
ousnels an acre in 1954 and a 10- 
\ ear average of 30 4 bushels. Vt in­ 
ter wheat yields were estimated 
at 20.3 bushels an acre, the third 
highest of record.

The Defense Department wanted 
to enforce reserve service on all 
persons who entered the armed 
services after June, 1951, but Con­ 
gress ruled that only those enter­ 
ing after enactment 
of the bill 
could be forced to participate. 
The force will be drawn I rom 
two sources. 
Young men between 
17 and IB E may volunteer for six 
months training and then 7 E years 
of reserve service in organized un­ 
its which engage in drills end field 
training. 
Men who enlist <>i are 
drafted are obligated to serve a 
total of nix years in the active and 
reserve forces. 
Tho goal eventually is to train 
250.000 
six - month 
volunteers

year. 
I) e f e n s e Dcpartmen* officials 
said that first quotas have not been 
fixed vet but may run 5,000 to 
10.000 in the first month. 
lrte Army and Marinos will take 
six-month volunteers but the A ir 
Force and Navy are not expected 
to use that part of the reserve pro­ 
gram.
